SUNDAY CONFERENCES 

The agreement yesterday came 
about as a result of conferences 
held Sunday at the Henry Grady 
Hotel between Fred Wilson, assist- 
ant to Arkwright, and Cicero Ken- 
drick, editor of the Journal of La- 
bor and member of the House of 
Representatives from Fulton Coun- 
ty. John L. Cone, Federal Labor 
Conciliator, later entered the con- 
ferences, 

As a result of Kendrick’s media- 
tion, the leaders of the transport 
Union agreed to the general terms 
of the strike settlement. Original- 
ly, the intention was to hold a con- 
ference with officers of the Com- 
pany in the Board room of the 
Company to ratify these terms. 
This conference was set for 1 p. m. 

Kendrick and Judge Cone were 
present at this conference. Union 
representatives were: Walton, 
head of the local; Hulsey, Union 
Secretary; D. J. Cown, A. T. 
James, S. G. Gurley, E. M. Harris, 
T. W. Bobo and Frederic Meyers, 
counsel for the Union. The Com- 
pany representatives were: Ark- 
wright, W. E. Mitchell, President; 
W. C. McManus, Assistant to the 
President; A. S. Goss and John 
Gerson. 


PARLEY WALKOUT 

Immediately after the start of 
the conference, Meyers raised ob- 
jections to the terms of the pro- 
posed settiment. Some time later, 
he left the conference and return- 
ed to his office in the Forsyth 
Building. Later, the Union Com- 
mittee joined him there. 

After an hour, Meyers and the 
Committee returned to the confer- 
ence. Then Meyers left again to 
telephone and came back again. 
It was nearly 5 p. m. before they 
were ready to announce an agree- 
ment. 

Asked the cause of the delay, 
Arkwright said it was “words.” 
Walton said they were arguing 
about the phraseology of parts of 
the agreement. Both Meyers and 
Walton insisted on withholding the 
exact terms of the agreement pend- 
ing notification of the Union 
membership. 

If the Union membership rati- 
fies the agreement, the Company 
and the Union will sign a new 
contract good until midnight April 
30, 1947. 

In announcing the agreement, 
Arkwright paid tribute to the em- 
ployes of the transportation divi- 
sion. 

“They as well as we,” he said, 
“realize our obligation to the pub- 
lic. They are a very decent and 
responsible lot of men and for 27 
years our relationship has been 
first class. Both the Union and 
the Company want it to continue 
that way. We are both glad we 
have reached an agreement and 
we believe it will avoid a strike.”

Continued From First Page 
of revenue over to the counties 


Thompson, in an afternoon ad- 
dress before the Association here, 
called the present property tax 
system “impossible of fair and 


equitable adminstration by the 
State Revenue Commissioner.” He 
said he would recommend the 
change at the next session of the 
General Assembly. 

If counties and municipalities 
were allowed to collect their own 
property taxes, they would “be at 
liberty to increase their values and 
lower their rates or increase their 
rates and lower their values with- 


out interference or dictation by the 
State,” the Revenue Commissioner 
and candidate for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor explained. 

However, tax returns on utilities 
should continue to be made 
through State offices because 
“these can be administered fairly 
and equitably,” Thompson added. 


Thompson said he decided upon 
the recommendation after becom- 
ing convinced that property tax 
values and rates cannot be prop- 
erly administered except by local 
control. 

“By discontinuing ad valorem 
property taxes for State purposes, 
the State will lose only $4,306,471, 
according to the 1945 digest. 
State taxes by utilities amounted 
to $1,018,872. Of approximately 
$75,000,000 estimated to be col- 
lected by the State during the cal- 
endar year 1946, ad valorem taxes 
represent less than six percent of 
the total,” Thompson declared. 

The County Commissioners long 
have advocated turning the State 
ad valorem tax over to the Coun- 


ties and Cities as a mean of af-|. 


fording revenue for local govern- 
ments. 

Julius A. McCurdy, of Decatur, 
Attorney for the Association, said 
the Legislature itself could order 
this transfer. 

Prior to Thompson’s address, 
George B. Mock, of Albany, Presi- 
dent of the Association, called for 
changes in handling the sale of 
surplus properties so that counties 
may better utilize war goods. 

H. L. Kennon, Regional Director 
of the War Assets Corporation, 
told the delegates a “site” sales 
plan had been devised to speed 
up disposal of properties. The 
plan calls for on-the-spot sales 
after prospective buyers have had 
a fe wdays to look over the goods. 

During the day Gloer Hailey, 
Fulton County Commissioner, said 
he would offer a resolution Tues- 
day which would, if approved, put 
the Association on record as sup- 
porting a movement to have the 
State’s tuberculosis sanitarium at 
Alto converted into a boys’ train- 
ing school.

UNO Votes. 
Spain Probe: 
Reds Glum 


NEW YORK, April 29— (#) — 
The United Nations Security 
Council by 10 affirmative votes, 
with Russia sitting silent, Monday 
ordered a commission of five dele- 
gates to investigate Polish charges 
that Franco Spain is a menace to 
world peace. 

The Soviet delegate, Andrei A. 
Gromyko, restated his opposition 
to any investigation of Spain as a 
superfluous delaying measure. He 
declined to vote or attempt to 
veto the inquiry and thereby 
raised the shadow of an inevit- 
able battle in the Council over 
the veto issue. 

The Council, in its 32-minute 
Session, climaxed a bitter fight 
on the Spanish question by setting 
up a sub-committee of five nations 
—Australia, China, Brazil, France 
and Poland—to investigate the 
Spanish regime. It then adjourned 
subject to the call of the Chair- 
man. 

Paul Hasluck, 40-year-old for- 
mer history professor who re 
placed Lt. Col. W. R. Hodgson as 
the Australian delegate Monday, 
was named Chairman of the sub- 
committee. It met immediately 
after the Council’s short session 
to chart the course of its work. 

The Council thus accomplished 
the following: 

Set up the subcommittee 
Biong the lines of a compromise 
proposed by Australia to investi- 
gate charges by Poland, and back- 
ed by Russia, that the Spanish re- 
gime menaces world peace and 
harbors Nazi scientists and war 
criminals. 

2. Ordered the subcommittee to 
report by May 31. 

3. Expressed formally the unani- 
mous condemnation of the Franco 
regime by members of the Secu- 
rity Council. 

4. Left it up to the Council it- 
self to take such action it desires 
on the subcommittee’s report; the 
subcommittee is not empowered to 
make recommendations. 

Australia and China have no 
diplomatic relations with Spain. 

Brazil and France have main- 
tained relations but the French- 
Spanish border is closed. 

Poland not only does not have 
re@lations with Spain but is the 
prime mover for United Nations 
action.

Will Future Bring? 


In the final analysis, the world of human 
affairs which ultimately will evolve out of our 
world today will depend upon the type of human 

being which comes out of the whirlpool of mankind which has ex- 
isted during and since the war. 

On the qualities of the average man will depend, far more than 
on actions of governments, theories of society, etc., the kind of 
life to be lived by our grandchildren and their children. 

Europe is a hodgepodge of peoples. The war tore millions from 
their homelands and scattered them elsewhere. Today there are 
millions of “displaced persons” still unreturned to the lands of 
their birth. - 

There are others in strange lands, the men of the occupying 
armies. 

One race, the Jews, has been decimated by deliberate slaughter 
until the Jewish population of Europe is but a fraction of what it 
was a decade and more ago. 


Whole nations are weakened by semi-starvation and the malnu- 


trition continues. Children are weak for lack of food, their mothers 
are likewise weakened. Already it is being stated that the average 
stature of entire nations has been reduced, that the health of whole 
peoples has been so weakened they cannot recover for generations, 
if ever. 

In such conditions it is inevitable that there will be a com- 
mingling of the racial bloodstreams, the sharp difference between 
the peoples of different nations will be blurred and reduced. The 
mingling of the bloodstreams to result from the war and its after- 
math will leave many millions whose inheritance will be continent- 
wide instead of national. “ 


What will be the result? 

It will be a move toward the man of the 
The Future Man distant future who will combine in his 
own ancestry the bloodstreams of peoples of the whole world. 
We can only pray that the heritage of that man will combine in 
him the best in the different national ancestries rather than the 
worst. If such commingling of nationalities is the design of the 
Creator, it is certain that each will contribute something good, 
something which, joined with _— will evolve human beings of 
far higher physical, mental and spiritual qualities than the average 
man we know today. 

There is something good in all peoples. Many times, unfortu- 
nately, the good in the individual is outweighed by the bad. It is, 
though, possible that when the good from many sources is combined, 
it will so far dominate the bad that good will triumph and the 
dreams of a better world we hold today will be realized. 

I do not present it as a certain evolvement to come. I only 
suggest that the now obvious breakdown in national biological 
lines may result a few generations hence in a lifting of the average 
man, at any rate in Europe, to a higher rating as a human being 
than l:e has exhibited in the past. 

It is, of course, obvious that for some time to come, for a genera- 
tion or two at least, the horrible effects of war and hunger will 
result in a physically deteriorated race. 

But when time restores food supplies to normal or more, when 
peacetime life has made possible an advance in health and physique, 
we may see a highly beneficial outcome of the mixing of the people 


in the continent-wide melting pot. 

We, who are so blessed, so safe, compared to 
We Can Help them, can speed the coming of the better man 
and his better day by lessening the handicap of malnutrition, of 
starvation, which has already set human evolution back so far. 

By sharing our own wealth of food and other necessities, we 
may contribute to the better humanity which must eventually come 
out of the melting pot. 

Touching on a more direct aspect of the melting pot of modern 
Europe, no one can deny there will be thousands of youngsters 
growing up in Europe in the years directly ahead whose male par- 
entage will be, whether they know it or not, American. Fraterniza- 
tion has taken place, you know, in all countries where our troops 
have been. And are. 

Don’t you believe that the love of independence, of freedom, 
the aspiration for peace and a better life for all men, which ani- 
mates this country’s spirit, will be inherited, to some degree at least, 
by these half-Americans who may become the democratic-leaven 
of the Europe of tomorrow? 

Tne human race has not reached the end of its evolution. The 
average man of 2,000 years hence will be a very different type than 
any we know today.

Food Should Be Rationed 


What I previously have written about the OPA does not mean 
that I want to see controls lifted. It only means that if there are 
to be controls they must control. The consumption of food must, 
above all, be controlled, because there is famine over half the globe. 
But food consumption can only be controlled at the source, and by 
rationing. , 

The price of food must have a more rational economic base, and 
the control must be complete. When, last Fall, for instance, con- 
trols were lifted that had previously determined the amount of 
cream to be allotted to ice cream and fancy cheeses, practically the 
whole cream supply was diverted from butter with its low ceiling 
price. The ceiling price on the latter is too low. Butter is a luxury. 
Butter substitutes contain equal nutriment. The ceiling price on 
choice cuts of meat is too low. America is a steak-chop nation, but 
everybody can’t eat steaks and chops because they are a small part 
of a slaughtered animal. Their price should be in line with their 
choicenesss. 

Grain can be diverted from stock feeding—poultry, for instance— 
only if it, too, is rationed to the farmers. To try to get voluntary 
collaboration—asking each poultry farmer to reduce his flock by 
10 percent—will probably have the opposite effect. Many, count- 
ing on reduction by’others, will increase their flocks. 


‘2 But the success of rationing always de- 
Eliminates Waste pends on housewives or farmefs actually 
getting with certainty what is rationed. If it is not otherwise avail- 
able they will go to the black market. Rationing always reduces 
family expenditures for food, even if prices are higher. It elim- 
inates extravagance and waste and is therefore anti-inflationary. If 
a housewife knows she can get only a limited amotnt-of bread, fats, 
meats and sugar per week or month, she does not throw anything 
usable into the garbage can. 


But if food is rationed, it must, I repeat, be rafioned. It is pre- 
posterous to ration sugar and not ration candy, ice cream, soda pop 
containing sugar, and sweet bakery goods. I have been unable to 
get figures on American sugar consumption last year, but when one 
considers the expenditure of billions for candy, ice cream and sweet 
soft drinks I seriously doubt whether, despite household rationing 
of sugar, it was much below prewar. 


The rationing of food is essential not only as a hedge against 
inflation, but because the world is starving and we are falling way 
behind our commitments. To be sure, the starvation of Europe is 
partly the result of war, but is even more the result of insane 
economic policies and mad nationalism. The shifting of frontiers; 
the expelling of populations; land reforms which violate all agricul- 
tural experience; East European governments which have no power 
of free action; struggles between Allied powers; radical de-indus- 
trialization measures which destroy the economic balance and pre- 
vent the manufacture of the machines urgently needed on the land; 
wholesale looting of livestock and agricultural implements by the 
Russians; creation in Europe of new closed economics—these poli- 
cies have brought, and will continue to bring, the inevitable harvest 
of starvation or near-starvation resulting in decreased work energy, 
and a fall in food production which will be cumulative. 


. Mr. Hoover reports that the worst food 
No Grain, Potatoes situation is in Poland and Yugoslavia. 
This is despite the fact that Poland:has inherited the great grain 
lands of German Silesia. But these lands have been seized and 
broken up in an unmethodical manner. The indigenous land popu- 
lation has been driven off the soil; last year’s crop was not even 
harvested, so there is grain and potatoes neither for the Germans 
nor the Poles. . 

Similar »ersecutions of populations have had the same result in 
Yugoslavia And Czechoslovakia. The former is normally a rich 
agricultural ‘and, but apparently Yugoslav youth are spending their 
energies either in marching and heiling their “liberator” or in 
building his ammense army of 600,000 men. Armies are fed, they 
do not feed others. 

Germany was, and could be, 85 percent self-sufficient in food, 
at a high standard of diet—but there is no .German economy, but 
five isolated etonomies. Hungary was a great food-exporting nation, 
but the citizens of Budapest are starving. This is not just the re 
sult of the we; it is the result of Allied policies. 

America crn and must pul! in her belt, but as long as politicians 
and peoples g ve first priority to hatred and revenge, and insist on 
continuing the war against political minorities, social classes, and 
defeated peoples, they will have to pay the price, which will be 
poverty, wretchedness, and hunger, and we shall be pouring food 
into a sieve. The whole “peace” is a mockery of nature and a 
defiance of natural law. And nature, though disinterested, takes 
her revenge. ‘

'time when about all an American 
politician had to do was to strike 
a pose, flip the tails of his Prince 
Albert in a grandiloquent gesture, 
and take a position for or against 
a protective tariff—or somewhere 
comfortably in between. 

It was no longer ago than 1930, 
for example, that Jim Watson, of 
Indiana, an elder statesman in 
that day, rose in the Senate, slap- 
ped his ample thighs, licked his 
lips, beamed with that genial 
“Sunny Jim” smile, and celebrat- 
ed the passage of the Hawley- 
Smoot Tariff Act by proclaim- 
ing: 

“Happy days are here again.” 

But the tariff didn’t dispel the 
gathering depression as the sun 
dispels the morning mist—as he 
said it would. 


JIM WATSON is still around, 
aged, but active in the private 
practice of law. Political men 
and manners have changed some- 
what, of which there was an il- 
lustration this past weekend. Two 
younger men of his own Repub- 
lican party took to the platform 
to testify and publicly search their 
souls. They were seeking a way 
out of all the troubles that have 
come down upon us since Jim 
and his crowd were drummed out 
of power by the Roosevelt regime 
—and to the tune of that same 
“happy days are here again.” 

They are further ahead of Jim 
and his crew than the mere years 
between. What is important is 
not what they came up with—for 
they share in the confusion of our 
times about what is right and left 
and middle-of-the-road politically 
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speaking—but the fact that they 
are trying to pull some sort of 
_philosophy out of the madness of 


our era. 

Henry Cabot Lodge, otabbassa. | 
chusetts, who again is seeking a 
seat in the senate which he left 
to go to the war, was making at 
Portland, Ore., his first major 
political speech since he got out 
of the Army. Sen. Joseph H. Ball, 
of Minnesota, was tkinking out 
loud about “what is liberalism?” 
in a commencement address at 
Syracuse University. 


BOTH YOUNG men were equa!- 
ly ardent in condemning GOP 
standpatism. Both agreed sub- 
stantially with objectives of the 
New Deal, but both criticized the 
method of the Roosevelt and Ttu- 
man administrations in trying to 
achieve those objectives. 

Sen. Ball baldly described these 
methods as “authoritarian rather 
than liberal.” Mr. Lodge struck 
at “the lack of effective leadership, 


things done” today, adding on 
behalf of his party, “We say that 
they don’t go far enough with 
their own program.” 

Also similar were their descrip- 
tions of the difference between 
the administration approach and 
that which they favor. 

Sen. Ball said: “The administra- 
tion’s approach basically is that 
government — should guarantee 
everyone a high standard of living 
regardless of what the individual 
himself does. The liberal ap- 
proach is that government's obli- 
gation is to make sure that every 
individual has a fair and equal 
opportunity to achieve his own 
economic destiny, and then leave 
it to the individual.” 


MR. LODGE said: “The funda- 
mental cleavage between our two 
major parties lies in this fact: 
That there is the widest kind of 
difference between favoring social 
legislation as a supplement to your 
economy and favoring govern-

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Cattish, Cattle, 
Clover and Cotton 


BROOKS, Ga.—‘‘Have fish.” said Mr. J. B. 
¢ Mask, passing the fish. I had fish and Mr. Mask 
eS went on with his story. 

“Like I was saying,” said Mr. Mask. “My daddy was a man who 
believed that if you just treated the land right, you could live as 
well on the land as any man can live anywhere in the world. You 
take these fish . . . have some more fish. There’s blue cat, and 
bream and bass all on the plate. Take a piece of each... he was 
the first man in this country, I guess, to build a fish pond on his 
farm. He built a fish pond on every farm he owned. You see 
a lot of little ponds on farms around over the country now and the 
government bulletins are always urging the farmer to raise him 
some fish, but he was the first man I knew anything about to build 
a fish pond on his place. 


“He was a fox-hunting man and a bird-hunting man and he loved 
to fish. .The day before he died he went fox hunting in the morn- 
ing and caught the fox and he went fishing in the afternoon and 
caught a mess of fish. He was 74 years old. He always liked to 
fox hunt and to bird hunt and fish. That makes him sound like 
a pretty lazy sort of fellow, but he wasn’t. He was as good a 
farmer as ever was in Georgia, I guess. He wasn’t the biggest, 
but I do believe he was the best. He understood the land and he 
had uncommon common sense. . Have fish, Hugh, and pass them. 
Take a piece of all three kinds. They are fresh out of the pond... .” 


: Hugh Henderson, the postmaster, took a 
Second Helping piece of all three kinds of fish and passed 


them. We all took another piece of fish. 


“Tell him about your daddy and the boll weevil, J. B.,” said 
Mr. Henderson. “Tell him about how your daddy studied the boll 
weevil and learned how to handle it.” 


“I was going to mention that. That was in 1921. The boll weevil 
hit in °20 and the next year folks just quit. He didn’t, though. 
He had a kind of mind that would let him concentrate on one thing. 
For that year he didn’t study about anything but the boll weevil. 
The next year he knew what to do. The boll weevil never did 
worry him any more. He knew how to handle it. ... Have some 
more fish. Take a piece of the catfish. It’s blue cat and mighty 
fine. Like I was saying, he always made out. He got along well. 
And he did it without squeezing his renters to death. .. . Have fish, 
Hugh.” 

Mr. Henderson had fish. “J. B.,” he said, “is telling you about 
his daddy and everything he says is so. But he’s a good farmer 
himself. He learned what his daddy knew and then he learned a 
lot more on his own hook. Tell him about the clover and the 
cattle, J. B.”’ 


“Well, I'll tell you,” said J. B. “I have 
70 Acres, 84 Bales raised cotton all my life. I like to raise 
cotton and I know how to raise it. I made 84 bales last year on 
70 acres, and there’s still money in cotton if you can make it like 
But I’m not married to it. Cotton stays around 25 cents, I 
raise it. It drops down to 17 or 18 cents, I will begin to lose 
It gets down to 12 or 13 cents, it’s not worth 
on when cotton wasn’t bringing anything. I bought me some 
¢, just scrub cattle, but pretty good milkers. I started off sort 
of hind end too. I had the cattle before I had the pasture. I had 
45 acres with lespedeza on it and I couldn’t plow it up because 
the cattle had to graze. So I done something I didn’t know about. 
I sowed crimson clover in the lespedeza, right on top of the ground. 
Didn’t make a seed bed at all. It didn’t do so well the first year. 
Me and Hugh used to craw! around on our hands and knees, looking 
for clover. The next year I seeded again, and put the lime and 
the phosphate to it, too, and the clover come along as pretty as you 
ever saw. That was seven years ago, and there hasn't been a plow 
in that ground since. I wish you had been here two days ago, be- 
fore the wind beat the clover down. It was so pretty, with the 
wind blowing it, a man couldn’t stand still when he looked at it. 
Something started right down at his toes and come right up into his 
throat. Feeling. I’m telling you it was pretty. 
“What I thought I would do was like everybody else. Get me 
a good bull and build me up a beef herd by crossing I got old 
You'll see him down in the pasture. He’s a Jones bull, 
from up at Canton. Good bull. Not a show bull, but purebred right 
on. I had a fine calf crop that first Spring. And Lord, how they 
fattened up, with the cows giving milk from that clover pasture. 
I carried them on through to about September and then I got to 
figuring. It would cost me more to winter them than I could put 
on them without a lot of trouble and expense. So I just sold them 
off as baby beef in the Fall. They dressed out right at 250 to 330 
pounds. Finest beef a man could want.” 


Mr. Mask found out he could keep his cattle 
Green Pastures on the clover pasture for about 10% months 
out of the year. He takes them off the crimson clover when it 
begins to bloom in April, until he can cut the seed, keeping them 
on white clover and lespedeza in the bottoms. Then he turns them 
back in on the dying clover and as it “melts into the ground” the 
native grasses, spurred by the fertility the clover adds to the soil, 
plus the lime, the phosphate and the potash Mr. Mask adds, begin 
to come along rich and green. Since his is a hard seed clover, it 
lies dormant through the Summer, and then, after the first rains of 
September, it comes again as the crab grass, the Dallas grass and 
the carpet grass dies. 
he says. 

The cattle stay on the clover right through the Winter, though 
in January and February when the clover is just about holding its 
own and is frosty and a little unpalatable, he feeds every other day at 
the barn. Not much. Last year he fed less than $150 worth of 
bought feed. As soon as the clover starts coming strong again, he 
quits feeding at the lot altogether, and from then on out the calves 
guzzle milk and put on beef at a great rate. Last year he sold 31 
calves, heifers and all, at an average price of $76 a head, net. He 
had spent, cash money, about $250 for slag and potash, about $150 
for feed, and had put about 10 full days of work, in all, into his 
cattle raising. 

“For a lazy man,” said Mr. Mask, “it’s a pretty good way to 
make a living.’ It enriches the land and keeps it from washing 
away. It gives the cows milk at a time when they need it—I’m 
talking about the clover now. And another thing, it’s pretty. That’s 
worth a lot. If a man has got a field of clover to look at, and a 
pond to fish in now and then, there’s nothing in the world that 
can worry him too long.

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Crackdown 
Is Begun on 
-Tax Evaders 


WASHINGTON, April 28—(/)— 
Atty. Gen. Tom Clark announced 
Monday that the Justice Depart- 
ment has started a “vigorous crack 
down” on income tax evaders al- 
leged to have made huge profits 
from black markets. 


“Experts from the Department’s 
tax division are being sent out to 
each United States attorney’s of- 
fice to insure vigorous prosecution 
of income tax evaders,” Clark told 
reporters.

Tempting Array ~ 
Of Vegetables 
Helps in Spring 


By SALLY SAVER 
A fresh and inviting array of 
spring vegetables is on display in 
our markets these days. Vege- 


tables are one of our most impor- . 


tant food groups, the dark green 
and the yellow ones being espe- 
cially valuable for their rich sup- 


ply of life and health-giving vita- ‘ 


mins and minerals. But alas, all 
too often the homemaker leans 
too heavily upon the health-giv- 
ing qualities of vegetables and 
fails to make these fine and color- 
ful foods zestful and appealing. 
Selected with consideration for 
color and texture combinations, 
vegetables can have much eye-ap- 
peal, which is important both to 
appetite and digestion, and vege- 
tables can be delicious. A vege- 
table meal can be a spring tonic 
and an all-vegetable plate can be 
as pretty as a bouquet. Let’s give 
our spring vegetables the atten- 
tion they deserve in our menu 
plans and make two resolves con- 
cerning them, first, that we shall 
cook them as quickly as possible 
and serve them with some of 
their garden freshness left, and 
second that we shall experiment 
with color and texture combina- 
tions to bring pleasing newness to 
our vegetable meals. 
VEGETABLE PLATES 

Pretty and delicious are these 
vegetable plate combinations. 

1. Bak stuffed potato, fresh 
string beans cut in thin strips 
and seasoned with margarine or 
bacon fat; hot buttered beets, 
sauteed mushrooms. Garnish of 
parsley or watercress. 

2. Green asparagus tips, butter- 
ed new potatoes, steamed greens, 
garnished with hard-cooked egg 
slices, carrots boiled, then fried 
to a delicate brown. 

3. Eggplant fritters, cauliflower 
with a brown crumb sauce, green 
peas, broiled tomato. 

4. Creamed potatoes sprinkled 
with cheese, baked stuffed yellow 
Squash, green beans (cooked with 
a bit of green onion for flavor) 
fresh sliced cucumber. 

An artistic arrangement of two 
or three vegetables on a chop 
plate or platter makes a pretty 
picture for the table. Make the 
one pictured this way: 


VEGETABLE CHOP PLATE 
5 cups potatoes 
6 tablespoons mayonnaise 
1-4 eup milk 
2 tablespoons onion, chopped 
1 3-4 teaspoons salt 
1-4 teaspoon pepper 
4 cup cooked green peas 
Salt and pepper 
1 large tomato, sectioned 


Cook potatoes and mash. Add 
mayonnaise, milk, onions and sea- 
sonings, and beat until fluffy. Sea- 
son peas with margarine, salt and 
pepper. Heap potatoes around 
edge of plate, fill center with 
peas, and arrange the tomato in 
center of peas. 

Another pleasing combination 
of vegetables for table service is 
a carrot ring filled with green 
beans and garnished with spring 
onions. Cook carrots, then sea- 
son and mash, like potatoes. 
Place in greased ring mold. Set 
mold in slow oven or hot water 
before unmolding.

Kerr Replies 
To Arnall on 
Bulwinkle Bill 


WASHINGTON, April 29 — (4) 
Chairman Wheeler, Democrat, 
Montana, suggested to the Senate 
Commerce Committee Monday, 
two possible amendments to 
the House - approved Bulwinkle 
Bill while he said would assure 
railroads free action to reduce 
rates if they desire. 


Joseph G. Kerr, Chairman of 
the Southern Freight Association, 
of Atlanta, Ga., told Wheeler he 
saw “no objection” to the propo- 
sals. Kerr concluded lengthy re- 
buttal of testimony by Gov. Ar- 
nall, of Georgia, and government 
anti-trust lawyers. 

The Bill by Rep. Bulwinkle, 
Democrat, North Carolina, would 
allow railroads and other carriers 
to enter rate and pool agreements 
exempt from federal anti-trust 
laws if approved by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

Wheeler suggested an amend- 
ment to allow any railroad to put 


| into effect a rate reduction with- 


out first clearing this with rail- 
road associations or other carriers. 

Kerr said this now is“permitted 
py the Southern Freight Associa- 

on. 

“But you have the power to 
suspend (delay) such _ rates,” 
Wheeler observed. 

“It has been used very sparing- 
ly,” Kerr replied. 

Wheeler also said the bill 
should be amended so that car- 
rier associations could not require 
unanimous approval before rates 
became effective. Wheeler con- 
tended that majority action should 
be sufficient. 

Kerr objected to a suggestion 
that all rate conferences and de- 
cisions among carriers be opened 
up to shippers. This was suggest- 
ed by earlier witnesses. The rai)- 
road spokesman aid this would al- 
low large shippers “to use a big 
stick” to sway votes of carriers. 

Kerr renewed his protests that 
Arnall and the Justice Depart- 
ment attorneys failed to present 
“all the facts” in criticizing the 
Southern Freight Association and 
the Association of American Rail- 
roads. 

“There is absolutely no truth to 
the statement of Mr. Kilday that 
these (rate) proposals must go 
through a maze of machinery,” 
Kerr said. 

James E. Kilday, anti-trust at- 
torney, testified that a series of 
committees and associations of 
railroad executives frequently de- 
lay rate reductions by appeals. 

“You've got too many of them,” 
Wheeler declared. 

Wheeler then asked about testi-
